And  I  will  be  bold  to  say  my  two  girls  have 
had  a  pretty  good  education  and  capacity;  at  least  the  country  can’t 
shew  better.  They  can  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts ;  they  under¬ 
stand  their  needle,  broadstitch,  cross  and  change,  and  all  manner  of 
plain  work ;  they  can  pink,  point,  and  frill,  and  know  something  of 
music;  they  can  do  up  small  clothes;  work  upon  catgut:  my  eldest 
can  cut  paper,  and  my  youngest  has  a  very  pretty  manner  of  telling 
fortunes  upon  the  cards.’ — Fudge! 

“  When  she  had  delivered  this  pretty  piece  of  eloquence,  the  two 
ladies  looked  at  each  other  in  silence,  with  an  air  of  doubt  and  im¬ 
portance.  At  last.  Miss  Carolina  Wilhelmina  Amelia  Skeggs  con¬ 
descended  to  observe,  that  the  young  ladies,  from  the  opinion  she 
could  form  of  them  from  so  slight  an  acquaintance,  seemed  very  fit 
for  such  employments :  *  But  a  thing  of  this  kind,  madam,’  cried  she, 
addressing  my  spouse,  f  requires  a  thorough  examination  into  cha¬ 
racters,  and  a  more  perfect  knowledge  of  each  other.  Not,  madam,’ 
continued  she,  f  that  I  in  the  least  suspect  the  young  ladies’  virtue, 
prudence,  and  discretion;  but  there  is  a  form  in  these  things,  madam, 
there  is  a  form.’
